WASHINGTON. D. C.. July 22— 


The limit of cost of New Castle's 
new post office has been slashed ten 
per cent under a decision by the 
Treasury Department 
based 
upon 


the federal economy bill enacted last 
session, 


In authorizing Lhe construction of 


a building at New Castle, Congress 
established S525.000 as the limit or 
cost for the entire project, includ- 
ing the purchase of site nnd actual 
construction. The 
economy 
bill, 


however, authorized the Treasury to 
reduce by ten per cent the limit ol 
cost of all buildings authorized but 
not yet under contract;, and that 
Department has decided that it will 
take advantage of this legislation. 


$472.500 For Project 


This means that Instead of spend- 


ng $525,000 on the New Castle pro- 
cct, 
the Treasury will spend only 


1472,500. a reduction of $52,GOr And 
Ince Uic site has already been pur- 
chased, the entire cut of $52,500 in 
he appropriation will have to bo 
purcd from the cost of the building 
ilone.

The limit of cost of New Castle’s 
new post office has been slashed ton 
per cent under a decision by the 
Treasury D epartm ent 
based 
upon 
the federal economy bill enacted last 
session. 
In authorizing the construction of 
a building at New Castle, Congress 
established $525,000 as the limit of 
cost for the entire project, includ­ 
ing the purchase of site and actual 
construction. 
The 
economy 
bill, 
however, authorized the Treasury to 
reduce by ten per cent the limit of 
cost of all buildings authorized but 
not yet under contract, and th at 
Departm ent has decided th at it will 
take advantage of this legislation. 
$472,500 For Project 
This means th a t instead of spend­ 
ing $525,000 on the New Castle pro­ 
ject, the Treasury will spend only 
$472,500, a reduction of $52,50f And 
since the site has already been pur­ 
chased, the enlire cut of $52.500 in 
the appropriation will have to be 
pared from the cost of the building 
alone. 
The same situation prevails at Ell - 
wood City. 
The limit of cost of the

HII.E there is no possibility iliac the Chapman Bill now be- 
fore the Pennsylvania Senate can be enacted into law dur- 


ing the present Extraordinary Session of the General Assembly, 
The voters of Pennsvlvania can well afford to be on their guard 
against such a possihilitv in the next regular session. 


The bill would repeal the Uniform Primary practice Act 


of 1906, an act which was brought into being as the result of 
.vears of political corruption, climaxed finally by the Extraor- 
dinary Session nf 1906. 
The bill would destroy the present 


safeguards of elections in Pennsylvania, repeal the qualifications 
of voters, and plunge the state back into the convention sys- 
tem where bossism would once again coign supreme. 


Pennsylvania has been charged w i t h corrupt elections even 


under the direct primary system 
under which we operate. 


Though there be some merit to the charge, the present system 
would appear lily white compared to (he old system where a 
few bosses gathered around a table in the back room of a hotel, 
and there enunciated the "voice of the people". 


The Chapman Bill will be introduced in the regular ses- 


sion, the sponsor has intimated. 
It is objectionable legislation, 


not at all worthy of the splendid district Senator Chapman 
represents, not at all indicative of the desires of Pennsylvania 
citizens, a throwback to (lie days when the welfare of the stale 
was subjugated to the will of (he bosses. 


Such a bill should be scotched thoroughly and completely. 


When it makes its appearance in the regular session when such 
legislation would be possible, it should 
be 
buried 
under an 


avalanche of public sentiment, and the sponsor made to under- 
stand that'the primary system, won only al a terrific cost, is not 
to be surrendered. 


NATIONAL EXAMPLE 


It would be the height of folly and of doubtful economy for the 


president, vice president and cabinet members to take a furlough as 
other federal servants are doing under the economy program, and the 
constitution and rulings of the supreme court forbid making them take 
a salary cut during their terms of office. 
But these excuses will not 


prove a bar to economy even in such high places. 


President Hoover, Vice President Curtis and all cabinet mem- 


bers will voluntarily take pay cuts along with the other government 
workers, who will take theirs in the form of furloughs except where 
their constant presence Is needed, in which cases pay cuts will be sub- 
stituted. 


For the remainder of his term the president will work for $60,000 


a year, 
Mr. Curtis will take a proportionate cut and members of the 


cabinet will draw 15 per cent less from the national treasury as com- 
pensation lor their public service.

HILE there is no possibility that the C h ap m an Bill now be­ 


fore the Pennsylvania Senate can be enacted into law dur­ 
ing- the present Extraordinary Session of the General Assembly, 
the voters of Pennsylvania can well afford to be on their guard 
against such a possibility in the next regular session. 


The bill would repeal the Uniform Prim ary practice Act 
of 1906, an act which was brought into being as the result of 
years of political corruption, climaxed finally by the E xtraor­ 
dinary Session of U><>6. 
The bill would destroy the present 
safeguards of elections in Pennsylvania, repeal the qualifications 
of voters, and plunge the state back into the convention sys­ 
tem where hossism would once again reign supreme. 
Pennsylvania has been charged with corrupt elections even 
under the direct 
prim ary system 
under which 
we 
operate. 
Though there be some merit to the charge, the present system 
would appear lily white com pared to the old system where a 
few bosses gathered around a table in the back room of a hotel, 
and there enunciated the “ voice of the people”. 
The C hapm an Bill will be introduced in the regular ses­ 
sion, the sponsor has intimated. 
It is objectionable legislation, 
not at all worthy of the splendid district Senator C hapm an 
represents, not at all indicative of the desires of Pennsylvania 
citizens, a throwback to the days when the welfare of the state 
was subjugated to the w ill of the bosses. 
Such a bill should be scotched thoroughly and completely. 
W hen it m akes its appearance in the regular session when such 
legislation u’ould be possible, it should 
be 
buried 
under an 
avalanche of public sentiment, and the sponsor made to under­ 
stand that the primary system, won only at a terrific cost, is not 


to be surrendered. 


NATIONAL EXAMPLE 
It would be the height of folly and of doubtful economy for the 
president, vice president and cabinet members to take a furlough as 
other federal servants are doing under the economy program, and the 
constitution and rulings of the supreme court forbid making them take 
a salary cut during their terms of office. 
But these excuses will not 
prove a bar to economy even in such high places. 
President Hoover, Vice President Curtis and all cabinet m em ­ 
bers will voluntarily take pay cuts along with the other government 
workers, who will take theirs in the form of furloughs except where 
their constant presence is needed, in which cases pay cuts will be sub­ 
stituted. 
For the rem ainder of his term the president will work for $60,000 
a year. 
Mr. Curtis will take a proportionate cut and members of the 
cabinet will draw 15 per cent less from the national treasury as com- 
ptnsation for their public service. 
The im portant thing here is not the saving of $40,000 a year of the 
people's money. 
It is the examplification of civil service even a t per­ 
sonal sacrifice. 
These men are obedient to the spirit of the economy 
bill not because they m ust but because they realize more th an anyone 
else the value of every dollar saved for the taxpayers.

that he no longer need continue the 
.sale of the old-style two-cent enve- 
lope by affixing a one cent stamp, j 
Postal patrons should now bo sup- i 


piled with the new three-cent stamp- 
ed envelope If they so desire, the 
department rules. 


In order to dispose or a portion 


of the large supply of two-cent 
stamped envelopes on hand, the post 
office department on June ninth In- 
structed all postmasters to affix one- 
cent stamps to their two-cent stamp- 
ed envelopes and ruled that these 
envelopes would be acceptable under 
the new three-cent postage rate. 
The department has now concluded, 
however, that this procedure need 
not be continued Indefinitely after 
stocks of the regular three-cent en- 
velopes have been received. 
"Post office patrons would have 


cause for complaint if required to 
accept stamped envelopes with ad- 
hesive stamps attached for an un- 
due length of time." the department 
declared. 
"It is not desired that 


local printers and other large enve- 
lope users shnll 
be required to 


accept two-cent envelopes with one- 
cent stamps affixed In lieu of regu- 
lar three-cent envelopes unless it Is 
satisfactory to the purchaser."

Certificates of registration have
